200.3  Interpretation  of  District  Boundaries.

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Article  3.  Amendment  #2:  Home  Business.  Are  you  in  favor  of 
amending  Article  III  (General  Provisions)  of  the  Town  of  Lynde- 
borough  Zoning  Ordinance  to  include  a  section  allowing  the  use  of 
any  residential  property  in  Town  for  a  home  business  so  long  as 
said  business  use  is  subsidiary  to  the  principal  residential  use  and 
provided  the  business  operates  within  certain  limits  designed  to 
protect  the  rights  and  convenience  of  nearby  landowners,  proposed 
by  the  Planning  Board  as  follows: 

307  HOME  BUSINESS 

307. 1  Permitted  Accessory  Use.  A  Home  Business  shall  be  a  permitted  accessory 
use  within  the  Town  of  Lyndeborough  provided  such  business  is  operated 
within  a  residence  and/or  accessory  structures  owned  by  the  operator  of 
the  Home  Business.  Any  such  home  business  shall  be  subsidiary  to  the 
principal  use  of  the  home  as  a  residence  and  shall  conform  to  the  require- 
ments of  this  Ordinance. 
307.2  General  Requirements. 

A.  Floor  Area.  A  home  business  shall  be  carried  on  within  the  existing 
principal  or  accessory  structure,  but  shall  not  occupy  more  than  one- 
third  (1/3)  of  the  floor  area  of  the  principal  residence  structure. 

B.  Employees.  A  home  business  shall  be  carried  on  by  members  of  the 
family  who  occupy  the  residence.  Two  non-resident  employees  shall 
be  permitted. 

C.  Nature  of  Home  Business  Permitted.  A  home  business  as  permitted 
under  this  Ordinance  shall  be  of  a  type  and  nature  which  does  not 
change  the  character  of  the  principal  use  of  the  premises  as  a  resi- 
dence. Objectionable  circumstances  such  as  noise,  vibration,  smoke, 
dust,  electrical  disturbance,  odors,  heat  or  glare  or  waste  produced  in 
excess  of  normal  family  use  shall  not  be  produced.  The  determination 
of  a  "business"  of  objectionable  nature  shall  be  made  by  the  Board  of 
Adjustment  upon  receipt  of  written  letters  of  complaint  from  not  less 
than  two  abutting  property  owners. 

D.  Traffic.  No  traffic  shall  be  generated  by  a  home  business  in  greater 
volume  than  would  normally  be  expected  in  the  neighborhood. 

E.  Parking.  Parking  shall  be  provided  off-street  and  shall  not  be  located 
in  the  front  yard  or  within  required  yard  set-backs  from  side  and  rear 
lot  lines. 

F.  Exterior  Appearance.  There  shall  be  no  exterior  display  or  exterior 
storage  of  materials  allowed  on  the  premises  other  than  those  normal- 
ly associated  with  the  principal  residential  use.  Exterior  storage  may 
be  permitted  only  by  special  exception,  granted  by  the  Board  of 
Adjustment,  provided  that  such  exterior  storage  is  adequately 
screened  —  by  a  solid  fence  or  evergreen  plantings  of  sufficient  bulk 
and  height  —  so  as  not  to  be  visible  from  neighboring  properties  or 
from  the  street. 

G.  Signs.  One  sign,  containing  a  maximum  of  four  square  feet  of  sign 
area,  shall  be  allowed.  Said  sign  may  be  externally  lighted  provided 
the  light  source  is  so  located  and  shielded  so  as  not  to  be  directly  visi- 
ble from  any  adjoining  property  or  from  the  street.  Neon,  flashing  or 
internally  lit  signs  shall  be  prohibited. 
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H.  Building  Permit  Required.  No  building  shall  be  remodeled  or  ex- 
panded to  accommodate  a  home  business  without  first  obtaining  a 
building  permit  from  the  building  inspector. 

307.3  Exclusions.  Food  articles  produced  within  a  residence  or  on  the  sur- 
rounding property  such  as  vegetables,  fruit,  maple  syrup,  etc.  may  be  sold 
seasonally  from  roadside  stands  and  are  excluded  from  the  requirements 
of  this  Ordinance. 

Article  4.  Amendment  #3:  Expanded  Home  Business.  Are  you  in 
favor  of  amending  Article  III  (General  Provisions)  of  the  Town  of 
Lyndeborough  Zoning  Ordinance  to  include,  in  addition,  to  the 
Home  Business  permitted  within  maximum  limits,  a  section  allow- 
ing these  businesses  to  expand  beyond  the  initial  limits  provided  a 
permit  for  expansion  is  obtained  from  the  Planning  Board  follow- 
ing a  landowner's  demonstration  that  the  expanded  use  will  not  ad- 
versely impact  his  neighbors,  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board  as 
follows: 

307.4  Permit  for  Expansion.  In  the  event  that  a  property  owner  desires  to  ex- 
pand any  home  business  beyond  the  general  requirements  permitted  in 
Section  307.2  of  this  Ordinance,  said  expansion  shall  be  allowed  only 
after  an  application  for  a  Permit  for  Expansion  has  been  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  the  Planning  Board,  and  further  provided  that  the  following 
requirements  shall  be  met: 

A.  The  applicant  shall  submit  to  the  Board  such  information  requested  by 
the  Board  on  the  application  for  Permit  for  Expansion  no  less  than  30 
days  prior  to  the  meeting  at  which  said  permit  is  to  be  discussed. 

B.  The  Planning  Board  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  on  the  application  and 
shall  notify,  by  certified  or  registered  mail,  return  receipt  requested, 
all  property-owners  whose  properties  lie  within  one-half  (1/2)  mile  of 
the  applicant's  driveway  as  measured  along  any  road.  Said  notice  shall 
be  made  not  less  than  14  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  hearing. 

C.  The  applicant  shall  provide  the  Board  with  a  list  of  property  owners  as 
defined  in  paragraph  B  above,  said  list  to  be  submitted  with  the 
application  for  Permit  for  Expansion.  The  applicant  shall  also  provide 
the  Board  with  payment  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  cover  the  costs  of 
notifying  property  owners  of  the  public  hearing. 

D.  The  Planning  Board  may  take  action  on  the  Permit  for  Expansion  no 
sooner  than  2  weeks  nor  longer  than  90  days  following  the  public  hear- 
ing provided  the  following  conditions  are  met  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Board: 

1)  A  determination  of  the  maximum  amount  of  floor  area  which  may 
be  occupied  by  the  expanded  home  business  and  the  maximum 
number  on  non-resident  employees  which  may  be  employed  shall 
be  made  by  the  Planning  Board  and  said  determination  shall  be 
based  on  the  impact  of  the  expanded  home  business  on  the  resi- 
dential character  of  the  neighborhood  in  which  it  is  located  as  de- 
fined in  paragraphs  C  through  G  of  Section  307.2  of  this  Ordi- 
nance. 
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2)  The  Board  shall  find  that  the  requirements  of  items  C  through  G  of 
Section  307.2  of  this  Ordinance  are  satisfied,  and  will  continue  to 
be  satisfied  upon  the  granting  of  the  Permit  for  Expansion. 

3)  The  application  for  a  Permit  for  Expansion  shall  be  denied  if, 
within  14  days  after  the  date  of  the  public  hearing  on  said  applica- 
tion, letters  are  received  from  at  least  forty  percent  (40%)  of  the 
property-owners  notified  pursuant  to  paragraph  B  of  this  Section 
307.3  requesting  disapproval  of  said  expanded  home  business.  In 
the  event  that  there  are  less  than  eight  such  owners  in  total  a  mini- 
mum of  three  letters  from  property-owners  shall  be  required  for 
disapproval.  Said  letters  shall  be  addressed  to  and  received  by  the 
Planning  Board,  who  shall  make  a  determination  as  to  the  quali- 
fication of  the  sender  under  the  guidelines  specified  in  paragraph  B 
of  this  Section  307.3. 


Article  5.  Amendment  #4:  Enforcement  and  Administration. 
Are  you  in  favor  of  amending  Article  IV  (Enforcement)  of  the 
Town  of  Lyndeborough  Zoning  Ordinance  to  clarify  the  duty  of 
the  Selectmen  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  zoning  ordinance, 
and  to  clarify  the  duty  of  the  Building  Inspector  to  issue  building 
permits  including  a  requirement  that  the  Building  Inspector  shall 
publish  notice  of  all  applications  for  building  permits  in  the  local 
paper  for  public  information  purposes,  proposed  by  the  Planning 
Board  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  IV   ENFORCEMENT  AND  ADMINISTRATION 

400  ENFORCEMENT 

400. 1  Enforcement  Authority.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  zoning  Ordinance. 

401  ADMINISTRATION 

401.1  Duty  of  Building  Inspector.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Building  Inspector 
to  administer  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

401.2  Issuance  of  Building  Permits.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  issue  any  and 
all  building  permits  within  the  Town  of  Lyndeborough  provided  the  pro- 
posed structure(s)  and  use(s)  for  which  any  such  permit  is  issued  shall  be 
in  conformance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

A.  Upon  receipt  of  an  application  for  the  issuance  of  a  building  permit 
the  Building  Inspector  shall,  within  five  (5)  business  days,  take  the 
necessary  steps  to  ensure  that  notice  of  said  application  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  the  local  paper  at  the  earlist  possible  date.  No  building  permit 
for  a  proposed  use  shall  be  issued  within  a  period  of  two  weeks  follow- 
ing the  date  of  the  receipt  of  said  application. 

402  APPLICABILITY  OF  BUILDING  REGULATIONS 

402.1  All  of  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  at  Town  Meeting,  March  8,  1955, 
under  Building  Regulations,  and  as  such  regulations  may  from  time  to 
time  be  amended,  shall,  pertain  to  this  Ordinance. 
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Article  6.  Amendment  #5:  Definitions.  Are  you  in  favor  of 
amending  Article  VII  (Definitions)  of  the  Town  of  Lyndeborough 
Zoning  Ordinance  to  clarify  and  expand  the  definition  of  words 
and  phrases  used  within  the  Ordinance,  proposed  by  the  Planning 
Board  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  VII   DEFINITIONS 

For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  certain  terms  or  words  used  herein  shall  be  inter- 
preted as  follows: 

Accessory  Apartment:  A  dwelling  unit  contained  wholly  within  the  principal 
residence  structure  to  which  it  is  accessory  provided  that  said  accessory  apart- 
ment shall  not  constitute  more  than  one-third  (1/3)  of  the  floor  area  of  the  struc- 
ture in  which  it  is  located,  and  further  provided  that  said  accessory  apartment 
shall  comply  with  all  local  and  state  regulations,  by-laws  and  ordinances  apply- 
ing to  the  building  in  which  said  use  is  located  and  the  sanitary  and  waste 
disposal  system  serving  said  use. 

Accessory  Building  or  Use:  A  building  or  use  subordinate  and  customarily  inci- 
dental to  the  main  building  or  use  on  the  same  lot.  The  term  "accessory  build- 
ing", when  used  in  connection  with  a  farm,  shall  include  all  building  customarily 
used  for  farm  purposes. 

Auto  Service  Station:  Any  area  of  land,  including  structures  thereon,  that  is  used 
for  the  supply  of  gasoline  or  oil  or  other  fuel  for  the  propulsion  of  motor  vehicles 
and  which  may  include  facilities  used  for  polishing,  greasing,  washing,  spraying, 
dry  cleaning,  minor  mechanical  repairs  or  otherwise  cleaning  or  servicing  such 
motor  vehicles.  A  service  station  is  not  a  vehicular  sales  and  major  repair  facility. 

Building:  A  constructed  unit  forming  a  shelter  for  persons,  animals,  or  property 
and  having  a  roof  and  being  permanently  located  on  the  land.  Where  the  context 
allows,  the  word  "building"  shall  be  construed  as  followed  by  the  words  "or 
part  thereof". 

Building  Height:  Vertical  distance  measured  from  the  average  elevation  of  the 
proposed  finished  grade  at  the  front  of  the  building  to  the  highest  point  of  the 
roof  for  flat  and  mansard  roofs,  and  to  the  average  height  between  eaves  and 
ridge  for  other  types  of  roofs. 

Dwelling,  Single-Family:  A  detached  or  free-standing  residence,  designed  for 
and  occupied  by  one  family  only. 

Dwelling,  Two-Family:  A  residential  building  designed  for  or  occupied  by  two 
families  living  independently  of  each  other  in  individual  attached  dwelling  units 
provided  that  each  dwelling  unit  shall  conform  to  the  minimum  lot  size  require- 
ments of  the  district  in  which  it  is  located. 

Dwelling,  Seasonal:  A  residence  used  only  for  casual  and  intermittent  occu- 
pancy, such  as,  but  not  limited  to  a  second  home,  a  vacation  home,  a  summer 
cottage,  a  ski  chalet,  and  such  similar  dwelling.  Such  a  dwelling  shall  not  be  the 
principal  place  of  residence  of  the  occupant. 

Dwelling  Unit:  One  room,  or  rooms  connected  together,  constituting  a  separate 
independent  housekeeping  establishment  for  owner  occupancy,  rental,  or  lease, 
and  physically  separated  from  any  other  rooms  or  dwelling  units  which  may  be  in 
the  same  structure,  and  containing  independent  cooking,  sanitary  and  sleeping 
facilities.  It  shall  include  sectional  homes  and  modular  units  provided  these  units 
meet  the  standards  of  the  local  building  code. 
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Essential  Services:  The  erection,  construction  or  major  alteration  by  public  utili- 
ty companies  or  underground  or  overhead  gas,  electrical,  sewer,  stream,  or  water 
transmission  or  distribution  systems,  including  poles,  wires,  mains,  drains, 
sewers,  pipes,  conduit  cables,  and  similar  equipment  and  accessories  in  connec- 
tion therewith,  and  including  buildings  reasonable  necessary  for  the  furnishings 
of  such  services  by  public  utility  companies.  This  shall  not  include  minor  reloca- 
tions or  minor  additions  such  as  street  lights,  hydrants,  wire,  fire  alarm  boxes  or 
pipes  and  the  replacement  of  facilities  except  for  buildings. 
Family:  Any  number  of  persons  related  by  blood  or  by  marriage,  or  not  more 
than  three  persons  not  related  by  blood  or  by  marriage,  living  together  in  a  single 
dwelling  unit. 
Frontage:  The  length  of  the  lot  bordering  on  the  road. 

Home  Business:  Accessory  use  of  a  professional  or  service  character  that  has 
been  customarily  carried  out  in  the  home  and  conducted  by  the  residents  thereof, 
which  is  clearly  secondary  to  the  dwelling  use  for  living  purposes  and  does  not 
change  the  character  thereof. 

Junk:  Junk  means  any  old  metals,  old  bottles,  cotton  or  woolen  mill  waste,  un- 
finished cloth,  unfinished  cotton  or  woolen  yarns,  old  paper  products,  old  rub- 
ber products,  two  or  more  unregistered  motor  vehicles  which  are  unfit  for  use  on 
highways,  used  parts  and  materials  or  motor  vehicles,  and  other  second-hand  ar- 
ticles the  accumulations  of  which  is  detrimental  or  injurious  to  the  neighbor- 
hood. Exceptions:  a  dealer  of  new  cars  may  display  used  cars  taken  in  trade. 

Light  Manufacturing:  The  assembly  of  finished  goods  from  pre-manufactured 
parts,  to  include  the  fabrication  or  other  processing  of  raw  materials. 

Lot:  A  lot  is  a  parcel  of  land  occupied  or  to  be  occupied  by  only  one  main  build- 
ing and  the  accessory  buildings  or  uses  customarily  incidental  to  it.  A  lot  shall  be 
of  sufficient  size  to  meet  minimum  zoning  requirements  for  use  and  area,  and  to 
provide  such  yards  and  other  open  spaces  as  are  herein  required. 

Lot  Area:  The  horizontal  area  of  the  lot  lying  within  the  lot  lines,  exclusive  of 
any  area  in  a  street  right-of-way. 

Lot  of  Record:  A  lot  which  is  part  of  a  subdivision  of  record  in  the  office  of  the 
County  Register  of  Deeds,  or  a  lot  or  parcel  described  by  metes  and  bounds,  the 
description  of  which  has  been  so  recorded. 

Main  Building  or  Use:  A  building  or  use  which  houses  or  constitutes  the  prin- 
cipal activity  on  the  premises. 

Manufactured  Housing:  "Manufactured  Housing"  means  any  and  all  forms  of 
modular,  unitized  or  prefabricated  housing,  as  well  as  mobile  homes  which  are 
brought  to  and  assembled  on  a  building  site,  placed  on  a  foundation  and  tied  in- 
to all  conventional  and  necessary  utility  systems  and  which  are  intended  to  be 
used  as  a  permanent  dwelling  unit.  "Manufactured  Housing"  does  not  include 
housing  or  mobile  homes  which  are  fully  constructed  on  the  site. 
Non-Complying  Building:  A  non-complying  building  means  a  structure  or  part 
thereof  not  in  compliance  with  the  zoning  ordinance  covering  building  bulk, 
dimensions,  height,  area,  yards,  or  density  where  such  structure  conformed  to  all 
applicable  laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations  prior  to  the  enactment  of  this  zon- 
ing ordinance. 
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Retail  Store:  Includes  shop  and  store  for  the  sale  of  retail  goods,  and  department 
store;  and  shall  exclude  any  drive-in  service,  free  standing  retail  stand,  gasoline 
service  and  motor  vehicle  repair  service,  new  and  used  car  sales  and  service, 
trailer  and  mobile  home  sales  and  service  and  commercial  service. 
Road  or  Public  Street:  A  public  right-of-way  which  the  town  or  state  has  the  du- 
ty to  maintain  regularly  or  a  right-of-way  shown  on  a  subdivision  plat  approved 
by  the  Planning  Board  and  recorded  with  the  County  Register  of  Deeds  which 
provides  the  principal  means  of  access  to  abutting  property. 
Sawmill:  Sawmill  operations  or  forest  produce  manufactured  in  structures  pro- 
vided they  are  not  within  200  feet  of  any  property  line  and  provided  that  outdoor 
storage  shall  not  be  located  within  the  required  front  yard  or  within  50  feet  of 
any  property  line. 

Service  Area:  The  area  adjacent  to  a  building  entrance,  usually  in  the  rear, 
through  which  supplies  are  received  and  waste  materials  are  moved. 
Sign:  Any  device  having  a  display  surface  designed  to  inform  or  attract  the  atten- 
tion of  persons  not  on  the  premises  on  which  the  sign  is  located. 
Special  Exception:  A  use  of  land  or  buildings  which  may  be  allowed  under  this 
Ordinance  only  by  approval  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment,  and  only  in  the  stan- 
dards contained  in  this  Ordinance  are  complied  with.  Before  allowing  such 
special  exception,  the  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  first  determine  that  the  pro- 
posed use  will  conform  to  such  requirements.  Before  any  building  permit  is 
issued  for  a  use  approved  as  a  special  exception,  a  site  plan  for  the  proposed  use 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board  for  review  in  accordance  with  the  Non- 
Residential  Site  Plan  Review  Regulations  of  the  Town. 

Structure:  Anything  constructed  or  erected  with  a  fixed  location  on  the  ground, 
or  attached  to  something  having  a  fixed  location  on  the  ground.  Structure  in- 
cludes, but  is  not  limited  to  a  building,  swimming  pool,  billboard,  or  poster 
panel.  It  shall  not  include  a  minor  installation  such  as  a  fence  less  than  four  (4) 
feet  high,  mail  box,  or  flagpole. 

Use,  Permitted:  Use  specifically  allowed  in  a  zoning  district,  excluding  illegal 
used  and  non-conforming  signs. 

Variance:  Such  departure  from  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  as  the  Board  of 
Adjustment,  upon  appeal  in  specific  cases,  is  empowered  to  authorize  under  the 
terms  of  the  applicable  statutes  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

Warehouse:  Includes  warehouse,  wholesale  establishment,  bulk  storage  and  bulk 
sales  outlet. 

Yard:  That  portion  of  a  lot  not  occupied  by  a  building  or  structure.  Porches, 
whether  enclosed  or  unenclosed,  shall  be  considered  as  part  of  the  main  building 
and  shall  not  project  into  a  required  yard. 

Yard,  Front  or  Setback  Depth:  The  depth  of  the  front  yard  shall  be  measured 
from  the  street  line  to  the  front  line  of  the  building. 

Yard,  Rear  Depth:  The  depth  of  the  rear  yard  shall  be  measured  from  the  rear  lot 
line  to  the  rear  line  of  the  rearmost  building. 

Yard,  Side  Depth:  The  depth  between  the  side  of  the  principal  building  or  ac- 
cessory building  and  the  nearest  side  lot  line. 

The  balance  of  the  Warrant  to  be  taken  up  and  voted  upon  on 
Friday,  March  11,  1983  at  7:30  in  the  afternoon. 
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Article  7.  To  hear  reports  of  all  Town  Officers,  agents,  and 
committees,  and  take  any  vote  relative  thereto. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  sums  of  money  in  anticipation 
of  taxes. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  accept  gifts  and/or  federal  or  state  aid  in  the  name  of  the 
Town  of  Lyndeborough. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  convey  property  acquired  by  the  Town  by  tax  collector's 
deed,  by  public  auction  or  advertised  sealed  bid  or  in  such  other 
manner  as  determined  by  the  Selectmen  as  justice  may  require. 

Article  1 1 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  membership 
of  the  Planning  Board  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  as  authorized  by 
N.H.  R.S.A.  36:4  11a.  (by  petition). 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  membership 
of  the  Planning  Board  elected  as  authorized  by  N.H.  R.S.A.  36:4 
11B  (by  petition). 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  that  on  the  expiration  of 
the  term  of  the  Police  Chief  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Town  in  1984,  the  Selectmen  be  and  hereby  are  authorized  there- 
after to  appoint  a  Police  Chief  in  accordance  with  the  Revised 
Statutes  Annotated  as  amended. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $5,150.00  (five  thousand  one  hundred  fifty  dollars)  to 
renovate  the  library. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2,000.00  (two  thousand  dollars)  to  purchase  one 
Motorola  MT  500  radio  and  two  Monitor  Pages  for  the  Police 
Department,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  with- 
drawal of  $6,000.00  (six  thousand  dollars)  from  the  Revenue  Shar- 
ing Fund;  $2,000.00  (two  thousand  dollars)  to  be  applied  toward 
the  cost  of  radios  for  the  Police  Department,  and  $4,000.00  (four 
thousand  dollars)  to  be  applied  toward  renovations  of  the  Library, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 
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Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$25,000.00  (twenty- five  thousand  dollars)  for  a  Fire  Truck  to  be 
built  by  the  Fire  Department,  said  sum  to  be  raised  by  serial  notes 
or  bonds,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  18.  To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  enter  a  five- 
year  agreement  to  establish  a  Regional  Dispatch  Center  for  the  pur- 
poses of  providing  communications  and  dispatch  services  to  the 
Town  for  Fire,  Police,  Ambulance/ Rescue  and  Highway  and  to 
raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $6,000.00  (six  thousand 
dollars)  in  order  to  pay  for  its  share  of  the  first  one-half  (1/2)  year 
cost  of  those  services  as  provided  by  that  agreement. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  twenty-eight  thousand  dollars  ($28,000.00)  to  reappraise 
the  taxable  property  in  the  Town  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
negotiate  a  contract  for  this  purpose,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions 
of  R.S.A.  76.15b  authorizing  the  Selectmen  and  Tax  Collector  to 
make  semi-annual  billing  to  property  owners  in  June  of  each  year 
for  property  taxes. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  request  the  United 
States  Postmaster  General  to  change  the  title  of  the  Post  Office  lo- 
cated in  the  Town  of  Lyndeborough  from  South  Lyndeboro  to 
Lyndeborough. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  go  on  record  in  sup- 
port of  immediate  actions  by  the  Federal  Government  to  control 
and  reduce  acid  rain  which  is  harmful  to  the  environment  and 
economy  of  Lyndeborough  and  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the 
people  of  Lyndeborough  (by  petition). 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  Budget  as 
prepared  by  the  Budget  Committee  or  make  any  alterations  relating 
thereto  so  that  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Article  24.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  said  meeting.

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SELECTMENS'  REPORT 

From  a  fiscal  point  of  view,  1982  was  not  a  very  good  year  for 
the  Town.  From  the  outset,  we  were  plagued  by  unexpected  and 
financially  expensive  events  that  placed  an  excessive  strain  upon  the 
Highway  Department  budget  in  particular,  and  the  Town  budget  as 
a  whole. 

A  late  season  snowstorm  and  major  breakdowns  of  equipment 
depleted  the  Highway  account.  Then,  state  funds  were  significantly 
reduced  while  the  Town  share  of  the  Hillsborough  County  Budget 
was  increased  by  25  percent  from  approximately  $41,000.00  to 
$51,000.00.  Furthermore,  the  tax  base  was  substantially  reduced  by 
the  impact  of  the  new  adjusted  Elderly  Exemption.  To  follow,  was 
the  notification  that  the  Town  is  responsible  for  a  percentage  of  the 
cost  of  sealing  the  old  town  dump  site  in  Wilton.  This  is  a  state  and 
federal  mandated  action.  To  cap  this  sad  series  of  events  was  the 
unwelcome  increase  in  the  property  tax  rate.  This  news  from  the 
State  Department  of  Revenue  was  somewhat  mitigated  by  their 
statement  that,  taking  into  account  the  equalized  assessment  ratio, 
approximately  70  percent  of  New  Hampshire  towns  are  in  a  higher 
property  tax  bracket  than  Lyndeborough.  A  welcome  note  is  that 
despite  these  tribulations,  all  departments  performed  splendidly  in 
maintaining  essential  services  to  the  town,  and  deserve  our 
unreserved  appreciation. 

A  note  of  regret,  the  resignation  of  Police  Chief  Hyde  in  order 
that  he  may  explore  fields  anew  and  pastures  green  (no  pun  intend- 
ed). Jack  Hyde  served  many  years  as  Police  Chief  and  we  all  wish 
him  as  much  success  in  his  new  endeavor  as  he  achieved  in  the  past. 
Fortunately  for  the  town,  although  Police  Chief  Hyde's  resignation 
was  sudden  and  unexpected,  Sergeant  Alan  Hooker  stepped  into 
the  breach  and  has  performed  an  excellent  and  commendable  job 
supervising  the  department. 

A  further  note  of  regret  is  that  Roland  (".Fume")  Parker  is 
relinquishing  the  Town  Moderator's  gavel.  He  will  be  sorely  missed 
in  that  most  important  of  all  town  activities,  Town  Meeting.  Thank 
you  "Junie"  for  a  job  well  done. 

To  close  on  a  brighter  note,  the  national  economic  trend  appears 
on  an  upswing.  To  encourage  this  trend,  we  as  Selectmen,  intend  to 
be  as  frugal  as  is  compatible  with  maintaining  good  service.  We  will 
continue,  as  always,  to  do  our  very  best  with  the  resources 
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available.  Special  thanks  to  all  departments,  committees  and  civic 
groups  whose  efforts  are  much  appreciated  and  essential  to  the  well 
being  of  this  pleasant  place  we  know  as  Lyndeborough. 

Just  prior  to  going  to  press  with  this  report,  the  Town  received 
notice  from  the  Board  of  Land  and  Tax  appeals:  "The  Selectmen 
will  cause  to  be  made,  a  reassessment  of  all  the  taxable  real  estate 
and  taxable  property  within  the  Town,  said  new  assessment  to  be 
effective  April  1,  1983.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 
TOWN  OF  LYNDEBOROUGH 

The  budget  committee  expected  a  larger  balance  from  the  1982 
budget,  but  because  of  excessive  repairs  to  the  highway  equipment 
and  high  interest  in  borrowing  money,  less  than  $500  was  brought 
forward  as  a  balance. 

The  budget  for  1983  is  down  from  last  year's  appropriation. 
The  budget  committee  met  often  and  worked  well  with  the  various 
departments  to  come  to  a  realistic  appropriation  for  1983.  Barring 
unexpected  overexpenditures  as  we  had  last  year,  the  committee  is 
satisfied  that  this  basic  budget  will  support  our  1983  expenditures. 

The  budget  committee  does  not  recommend  any  debt  service  ar- 
ticles for  1983,  as  we  are  presently  paying  on  four  items.  Next  year, 
one  of  the  notes  will  be  paid  and  the  committee  felt  it  would  be  a 
more  appropriate  time  to  address  such  concerns  as  reappraisal  of 
property,  new  fire  truck,  ambulance,  etc. 

Thanks  to  all  the  members  of  the  budget  committee  and  all 
departments  for  their  time  and  help  in  preparing  the  1983  budget.

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LYNDEBOROUGH  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Fire  Department  has  had  a  busy  year.  We  answered  42 
alarms  of  which  5  were  structures.  This  included  4  houses  and  1 
barn.  The  causes  were  wood  stoves  and  carelessness. 

The  fund  raising  was  excellent.  With  the  monies,  we  added  a 
hose  tower  to  the  station  and  added  another  breathing  apparatus  to 
our  equipment  at  no  cost  to  the  taxpayer. 

The  two  main  trucks  are  in  good  condition.  Our  new  tanker 
which  the  Department  built  has  worked  out  very  well.  The  1959 
Ford  Tanker  has  rusting  and  mechanical  problems. 

We  have  an  article  in  the  warrant  to  raise  $25,000.00  in  order  to 
replace  it.  A  new  tank  and  a  second  hand  chassis  is  needed.  The 
firemen  will  then  put  it  together.  If  we  bought  a  brand  new  truck 
the  cost  would  be  $50,000.00,  so  we  are  saving  the  taxpayer  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  money. 

If  this  article  passes,  we  will  not  need  any  more  trucks  for  nine 
years.  The  life  of  a  fire  truck  is  roughly  20  years  if  taken  care  of. 

I  want  to  thank  all  the  town  officials  for  their  cooperation  and 
especially  the  Ladies  Auxiliary  for  those  cups  of  coffee  on  a  cold 
night  and  day.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Forest  fire  prevention,  our  business,  your  business,  good 
business!  This  slogan  has  been  the  motto  of  the  N.H.  Division  of 
Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Fire  Service  since  1909  when  the  first 
forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  the  Legislature. 

These  laws  set  in  place  a  cooperative  forest  fire  protection  pro- 
gram of  State  and  local  forest  fire  personnel  that  has,  in  the  past  75 
years,  established  New  Hampshire  as  a  leader  in  forest  fire  preven- 
tion and  control.  Our  annual  acreage  loss  to  forest  fires  of  one-half 
acre  per  fire  is  the  best  in  the  nation.  This  fire  record  has  come 
about  through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  our  state/town  forest  fire 
protection  program.  The  state  provides  detection  of  fires,  training 
for  local  forest  fire  wardens,  low  cost  forest  fire  suppression  equip- 
ment to  local  fire  departments,  and  technical  advice  at  the  fire 
ground.  Local  governments  provide  the  volunteer  fire  fighters  who 
are  appointed  as  wardens  and  deputy  wardens  and  who  respond 
quickly  to  suppress  reported  forest  fires. 

This  program  has  resulted  in  a  steady  decline  in  annual  acres 
lost  to  forest  fires  since  1910  when  the  average  fire  burned  33  acres 
compared  to  the  modern  day  loss  of  one-half  acre  per  fire. 

Only  by  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  State/towns  and  our 
entire  citizenry  can  this  record  be  maintained.

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1982  LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

The  library  wishes  to  thank  the  Improvement  Society  for  the 
gift  book  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Clark,  also  for  the  gift  of  electricity 
and  the  National  Geographic  subscription.  The  Friends  of  the 
Library  gave  4  caldecott  books  and  a  subscription  to  Consumer 
Reports.  The  extension  group  gave  The  Complete  Encyclopedia  of 
Chinese  Cooking.  Thank  you  also  to  all  the  patrons  who  gave 
magazines  to  supplement  the  libraries  collection. 

The  library  was  busy  this  year.  We  had  a  2,000  item  increase  in 
materials  loaned  out,  1067  State  books,  714  non- fiction,  2206  fic- 
tion, 1869  juvenile,  669  magazines,  30  records  and  7  prints.  We  also 
borrowed  115  from  Hillstown,  1  N.H.  College,  5  direct  from  the 
state,  and  we  loaned  21  to  other  libraries.  325  new  books  were 
added  to  the  collection. 

A  story  hour  in  July  for  4  weeks  was  enjoyed  by  preschoolers  to 
second  grade  hosted  by  Mrs.  M.  Reynolds.  Six  children  par- 
ticipated in  a  summer  reading  program  from  grades  3  through  6.  A 
film  was  shown  at  the  end  of  the  summer.  In  October  and  Novem- 
ber we  had  another  story  hour  for  preschoolers.  Different  mothers 
read  the  stories  and  did  the  craft  each  week. 

The  library  hosted  an  energy  program  from  Plymouth  State 
College  sponsored  by  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities. 
We  will  have  a  follow  up  program  in  February. 

We  had  a  display  from  the  handicapped  division  of  the  state 
library  of  talking  books,  included  was  the  tape  player,  record 
player  and  earphones. 

We  gave  the  school  a  10  volume  set  of  Popular  Science  books 
and  12  Volume  set  of  Life  History  of  the  U.S.  of  which  we  had  two 
sets.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

During  1982  the  Planning  Board  approved  three  Subdivisions 
with  a  total  of  seven  lots.  At  the  foot  of  this  report  is  a  table  show- 
ing the  number  of  Subdivisions  and  lots  approved  over  a  period  of 
ten  years.  With  the  expected  increase  in  economic  activity  the 
number  of  Subdivisions  will  undoubtedly  rise  from  the  low  point  in 
1982. 

In  July  Ronald  Ravenscroft,  a  member  of  the  Board  for  six 
years,  resigned.  The  Selectmen  appointed  Barry  Sharcot  to  the 
position  left  vacant. 

The  Board  formally  accepted  the  Planning  Report  for  the  Town 
of  Lyndeborough  and  its  accompanying  maps,  completed  by  the 
Nashua  Regional  Planning  Commission,  as  the  Master  Plan  for  the 
Town  of  Lyndeborough. 

Following  the  recommendation  of  the  Master  Plan  the  Board  is 
presenting  in  the  1983  Warrant  five  amendments  to  the  Zoning  Or- 
dinances and  Regulations  to  be  acted  upon: 

1 .  Establishment  of  Districts  and  District  Regulation 

2.  Home  Business 

3.  Expanded  Home  Business 

4.  Enforcement  and  Administration 

5.  Definitions

The  Wilton-Lyndeborough  Volunteer  Ambulance  and  Rescue 
Association  has  had  a  busy  year.  Over  two  hundred  calls  were  re- 
ceived with  a  variety  of  problems  ranging  from  illnesses,  injuries 
and  some  fire  stand-bys. 

Your  ambulance  attendants'  levels  of  training  are  varied.  The 
present  roster  numbers  thirty-three.  Of  these,  twenty-seven  are 
Emergency  Medical  Technicians.  Three  of  the  crew  are  registered 
nurses,  two  are  Licensed  Practical  Nurses.  Two  of  the  nurses  are 
trained  in  Advance  Life  Support.  The  Red  Cross  Advanced  First 
Aid  and  Emergency  Care  plus  additional  training  hours  remains  the 
basic  level  for  licensing  here.  We  are  fortunate  in  having  a  con- 
tinued interest  on  the  part  of  community  members  in  donating  their 
time  and  energy  toward  staffing  this  volunteer  organization. 

A  recent  fund  drive  was  held  to  raise  money  for  Ambulance 
jackets.  Up  until  now,  members  have  had  to  provide  their  own. 
Once  purchased,  they  will  remain  the  property  of  the  organization. 
Their  use  will  be  restricted  to  on-duty  wear.  This  will  give  the  duty 
crew  a  uniform  by  which  they  can  be  identified.

This  year  found  many  New  Hampshire  towns  desperately 
searching  for  an  economically  feasible  ten  year  plan  for  solid  waste 
disposal  which  would  fulfill  regulatory  requirements  under  a  state 
mandate.  Our  district,  however,  received  an  exemption  from  this 
mandate,  having  proven  that  our  regional  Recycling  Center  system 
operates  effectively  and  is  appropriate  as  a  ten  year  solid  waste 
disposal  plan. 

The  Center  went  through  some  major  changes  in  1982.  In 
September,  a  new  manager  and  quality  control  supervisor  came 
aboard  and  with  them  they  brought  many  new  ideas  about  collect- 
ing and  processing  materials.  In  order  to  heighten  the  quality  of 
glass  for  instance,  wooden  platforms  were  built  to  make  con- 
taminants more  visible.  Also,  mixed  paper  collection  was 
reorganized  and  magazines  became  a  new  marketable  category. 

Aluminum  cans,  glass  and  newspaper  were  the  most  valuable 
materials  this  year,  bringing  the  total  income  to  a  figure  which  was 
16%  of  our  total  1982  expenditures.  Compost  brought  in  almost 
twice  the  amount  of  money  as  it  did  in  1981  and  received  rave 
reviews  from  all  who  purchased  it! 

We're  counting  on  the  added  storage  space  which  our  new 
building  will  provide  to  give  us  the  advantages  of  higher  quality  as 
well  as  greater  quantity  of  marketable  materials.  With  these  bene- 
fits we  are  hoping  that  in  the  future  our  income  will  increase. 

The  people  of  the  six  towns  using  the  Center  are  to  be  com- 
mended for  their  continued  support  and  patience.  Each  week  we 
receive  correspondence  or  visitors  from  all  over  the  United  States 
and  even  Canada  requesting  information  about  our  unique  solid 
waste  system.  "What  makes  it  work?"  they  ask.  Our  reply  -  the 
people  make  it  work!  We,  at  the  Recycle  Center,  once  again  would 
like  to  thank  the  public  for  their  cooperation  and  encourage  their 
continued  enthusiasm.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 
FOR  LYNDEBOROUGH  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  this  report  for  the  1981-82  school  year. 

The  school  year  began  with  76  students  and  four  new  staff 
members.  Amanda  Bradford  was  employed  to  teach  the  second- 
third  grade  class,  Barbara  Provencher  was  assigned  to  teach  grades 
four  and  five,  Carol  Schapira  was  appointed  Special  Education 
Resource  Room  Teacher,  and  Nancy  Tong  was  appointed  Music 
Teacher. 

The  new  staff  blended  very  well  with  the  existing  staff;  positive 
working  relationships  were  quickly  formed  creating  a  pleasant  en- 
vironment for  both  students  and  teachers. 

Significant  consideration  was  given  to  curriculum  matters 
through  the  Accountability  Program  as  well  as  a  community  cur- 
riculum committee.  A  revised  report  card  was  developed  in  an  ef- 
fort to  report  more  fully  and  specifically  to  parents  concerning  stu- 
dent progress,  strengths,  and  weaknesses. 

A  program  of  staff  evaluation  was  developed  and  implemented 
for  the  purpose  of  improving  instruction.  This  program  also  pro- 
vided me  with  the  opportunity  to  become  involved  in  the  staff 
development  of  the  school,  while  affording  the  opportunity  to 
spend  many  pleasant  hours  getting  to  know  the  children  and  their 
instructional  program. 

A  major  building  deficiency  was  addressed  and  satisfied  during 
the  school  year,  namely  the  lack  of  an  adequate  instructional  space 
for  the  Special  Education  and  Title  I  programs.  After  receiving  the 
approval  of  the  State  Fire  Marshal  an  acceptable  instructional 
space  was  designed  out  of  the  storage  area.  An  additional  building 
improvement  was  made  with  the  addition  of  insulation  in  the  cor- 
ridor ceiling  which  has  caused  a  noticeable  and  pleasant  change  in 
comfort  and  oil  consumption. 

The  March  elections  brought  the  election  of  Lois  Kenick  to 
School  Board  Membership  while  Frances  Taylor  continued  in  her 
role  as  Chairperson  with  John  Watt  replacing  Marguerite  Bragdon 
as  secretary. 

I  look  forward  to  my  continued  association  with  the  Lynde- 
borough  School,  its  staff,  and  the  young  people  whom  it  serves.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 
FOR  WILTON-LYNDEBOROUGH  COOPERATIVE  SCHOOL 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  this  report  for  the  1981-82  school  year. 

The  school  year  began  with  322  students  and  several  new  staff 
members.  The  physical  education  staff  experienced  a  total  turnover 
with  the  appointments  of  Patricia  Connolly  and  David  Finch.  Mr. 
Finch  was  also  appointed  to  the  position  of  Athletic  Director.  Jane 
Boucher  was  appointed  Special  Education  Teacher,  Alicia  DeLucia 
was  appointed  Foreign  Language  Teacher,  and  Richard  Oates  was 
assigned  to  the  Business  Department. 

The  school  year  began  with  the  appointment  of  a  new  principal, 
Mr.  William  L.  Pattison  who  was  elected  by  the  School  Board  after 
being  nominated  by  the  Superintendent  upon  the  recommendation 
of  a  faculty-community  screening  committee. 

In  general  the  school  experienced  a  return  to  a  more  structured 
environment  which  proved  to  be  more  conducive  to  learning.  For 
this  very  important  and  significant  change  the  faculty,  administra- 
tion, and  student  body  are  to  be  commended.  Mr.  Pattison's  ef- 
forts as  principal  were  augmented,  due  to  an  unfortunate  absence 
necessitated  by  serious  family  illness,  by  Acting  Principal  David 
Campbell  who  once  again  was  called  upon  to  lead  the  school. 

A  substantial  start  was  made  on  energy  saving  programs  at  the 
school  with  the  installation  of  two  sets  of  interior  doors  and  the 
replacement  of  gymnasium  lights  with  energy  efficient  fixtures. 

The  development  and  implementation  of  an  Athletic  Policy  for 
students  participating  in  the  Interscholastic  Athletic  program  was 
well  received  and  resulted  in  a  closer  adherence  to  those  sound  prin- 
ciples of  sportsmanship  which  the  program  is  designed  to  teach. 

In  an  effort  to  improve  communications  within  the  school  com- 
munity a  Student  Advisory  Council  to  the  Superintendent  was 
formed.  Two  students  from  grades  10,  11,  and  12  were  elected  to 
represent  the  student  body.  Seniors  Julie  Reynolds  and  John 
Pollock;  Juniors  Ray  Ward  and  Sharyl  Wagner;  and  Sophomores 
Tracy  Pelletier  and  Ralph  Edmunds  gave  very  generously  of  their 
time  and  thoughts  in  a  very  reasonable  and  mature  manner.  Their 
efforts  were  greatly  appreciated. 

A  major  question  addressed  by  the  school  districts  during  the 
year  was  whether  or  not  the  Wilton  Elementary  and  Lyndeborough 
Elementary  School  Districts  should  be  annexed  to  the  Wilton- 
Lyndeborough  Cooperative  School  District.  After  much  discussion 
and  examination  of  all  issues  related  to  the  question  the  attempt 
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failed,  Wilton  having  voted  in  favor  of  the  proposed  annexation 
and  Lyndeborough  voting  against  it. 

The  March  elections  brought  the  retirement  of  School  Board 
Members  Gerald  N.  Bragdon  and  Eddie  Lamminen  and  the  elec- 
tion of  Lucille  Watt  and  Richard  Rockwood.  The  Chairmanship  of 
the  School  Board  passed  from  Charles  Wagner  to  Ronald  Ravens- 
croft. 

The  school  year  ended  as  smoothly  as  it  had  begun  with  a  very 
well  attended  and  beautiful  graduation  ceremony  during  which  48 
young  men  and  women  received  well  earned  high  school  diplomas. 
For  those  young  people  who  come  after  them  we  shall  continue  to 
do  our  best  to  improve  an  already  good  school.  With  the  dedication 
of  the  staff,  the  cooperation  of  the  students  and  their  parents,  and 
the  support  of  the  communities  which  we  serve  all  of  us  look  for- 
ward to  the  opportunities  that  the  future  will  offer  to  achieve  this 
goal.
